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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  Environmental  Hygiene  in  your 
area  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1964, 

One  new  sewerage  system  has  been  completed  and  six  others  are  at  present  being 
installed.  These  facilities,  together  with  piped  water  supplies,  are  no  doubt  encouraging 
improvement  to  dwelling  houses,  as  shown  in  the  increase  in  the  number  of  conversions 
to  water  closets  and  housing  improvements  done  during  1964.  As  each  village  is  sewered, 
we  are  making  every  effort  to  ensure  that  all  houses  within  the  scheme  are  connected 
and  provided  with  at  least  a  water  closet. 

Meat  inspection  and  marking,  continued  satisfactorily,  and  no  difficulty  was  ex¬ 
perienced  in  collecting  the  fees  for  this  service. 

Refuse  collection  was  efficiently  carried  out  during  the  year  but  tip  control  was 
most  difficult  owing  to  vandals  setting  fire  to  paper  refuse,  particularly  at  weekends. 

You  will  perhaps  note  that  130  premises  were  registered  under  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act  and  each  of  these  will  require  a  full  inspection  as  soon  as 
possible. 

I  must  again  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Council  for  their  complete  support 
throughout  the  year.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1.  (i)  WATER  : 

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes  collect  water  in  four  areas  in  the  hills  in  the 
southern  area  of  the  district. 

These  are  spring  supply  of  exceptionally  good  quality.  Due  to  the  acidity  and 
lack  of  carbonate  hardness  however,  precautions  are  taken  at  treatment  plants  on  each 
scheme  to  reduce  the  corrosive  action  on  metals. 

Water  collected  from  Turkey  Nab  is  stored  at  a  reservoir  at  Ingleby  Greenhow 
and  coupled  to  a  second  reservoir  at  Carlton.  This  system  also  takes  the  supply  from 
Mere  Beck  springs,  Faceby. 

Water  collected  from  three  sets  of  springs  feed  a  reservoir  at  Harfo  Bank, 
known  as  Scugdale  supply. 

There  is  a  controlled  link  to  these  two  supplies  between  Potto  village  and 
Potto  Hall  and  either  one,  or  both,  can  feed  a  high  level  water  tower  (50,000  gallons 
capacity)  at  Campion  Lane,  Hutton  Rudby,  and  in  an  effort  to  maintain  the  level  in 
this  tower,  the  Council’s  mains  are  connected  to  those  of  Northallerton  and  District 
Water  Board. 

Schemes  to  augment  the  supply  to  Kirby,  Hilton,  Middleton  and  Ingleby 
Barwick  by  connecting  to  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  mains,  were  completed  during  the 
year,  and  a  similar  scheme  affecting  Castleavington,  Kirkleavington,  Low  Worsall  and 
parts  of  High  Worsall  was  commenced. 

Owing  to  the  general  shortage  of  water  during  the  year,  the  Northallerton 
and  The  Dales  Water  Board,  after  first  reducing  the  quantity  available  from  their  water 
mains,  finally  cut  the  supply  off  from  Stokesley  R.D.C.  mains.  In  an  effort  to  provide 
more  water  to  the  areas  affected  by  this  action,  additional  springs  were  collected  and 
piped  overground  to  augment  the  Council’s  supply,  and  two  “  water  tankers  ”  and  six 
“  water  trailers  ”  were  hired  from  the  Army.  The  trailers  and  some  static  water  tanks 
were  placed  in  suitable  positions  for  householders  to  draw  water  and  these  tanks  were 
kept  supplied  from  the  “  tankers  ”. 

A  scheme  to  provide  a  new  service  reservoir  at  Ober  Lane,  Hutton  Rudby  is 
being  prepared  and  this  should  ensure  a  satisfactory  supply  in  future.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  Council  continued  to  undertake  the  collection  of  household  refuse  and 
normally  maintain  a  weekly  collection,  except  for  remote  isolated  properties,  particularly 
farms.  Several  of  these  are  collected  fortnightly  or  “on  request”. 

For  this  collection  four  vehicles  are  operated  (a  fifth  held  in  reserve)  and  a 
staff  of  21  men  employed.  The  spare  vehicle,  a  side  loading  model,  was  replaced  by  a 
fore  and  aft  tipping  model  in  December  and  this  will  make  a  great  deal  of  difference 
when  any  of  the  other  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicles  break  down. 

Twenty  of  the  staff  are  required  for  normal  duties  and  the  extra  loader  is  em¬ 
ployed  as  a  replacement  for  absentees. 

As  development  in  the  area  continues,  more  overtime  has  to  be  worked  to 
collect  refuse  and  I  am  convinced  that  during  1965  we  shall  need  to  operate  five 
collection  vehicles  and  crews. 


DISPOSAL. 

Only  the  quarry  at  Rye  Hill,  Great  Ayton,  has  been  leased  and  used  as  a 
refuse  tip  during  the  year.  A  Bristol  “Europa”  tractor  was  purchased  in  January  to  re¬ 
place  the  “Duplex”  model  and  the  Ferguson  tractor.  Although  every  effort  was  made 
to  maintain  a  properly  controlled  tip,  daily  covering  of  the  face  is  not  practical  and, 
unfortunately,  vandals  took  advantage  of  this  fact  to  set  fire  to  the  refuse  on  several 
occasions. 


SPECIAL  COLLECTIONS  OF  REFUSE. 

Special  collections  of  refuse  from  shops  (at  the  Traders  request)  were  continued 
and  a  charge  of  9d.  per  bin  (or  equivalent  quantity)  is  made.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  : 


The  Council  continued  to  lease  six  slaughterhouses  (one  at  each  of  the 
following  villages — Stokesley,  Great  Ayton,  Marton,  Ingleby  Greenhow,  Hutton  Rudby 
and  Ingleby  Arncliffe)  and  operate  them  as  public  slaughterhouses. 

Although  these  premises  are  adequate  to  deal  with  slaughtering  requirements 
for  the  trade,  those  at  Marton  are  combined  with  a  busy  meat  retail  business  which 
has  caused  a  certain  amount  of  difficulty  in  the  cooling  rooms.  The  owner  of  this 
slaughterhouse  has  been  advised  to  carry  out  alterations  to  separate  the  two  businesses 
completely  and  proposals  are  awaited. 


MEAT  INSPECTION  : 

100%  meat  inspection  continued  throughout  the  year,  all  satisfactory  carcases 
being  marked  by  the  appropriate  Inspector.  Although  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  pigs  and  sheep  slaughtered  compared  with  1963,  the  number  of  cattle  was 
reduced  substantially,  particularly  in  respect  of  heifers. 

The  Inspectors  still  have  complete  co-operation  from  the  butchers  in  the  area 
and  although  it  is  necessary  to  do  inspections  outside  normal  working  hours,  such  in¬ 
spections  are  essential  for  individual  trade  requirements.  , 

Fees  for  inspection  of  2/6d.  per  head  for  cattle:  9d.  for  pigs  and  6d.  for  sheep, 
are  collected  by  the  Meat  Inspectors,  and  the  total  for  1964  amounted  to  almost  £1,200.

TUBERCULOSIS  IN  PIGS  : 

With  reference  to  the  considerable  increase  in  pig  carcases  found  to  be  affected 
with  tuberculosis,  an  investigation  at  the  slaughterhouses  indicated  that  the  majority 
of  these  animals  came  from  one  particular  farm,  they  were  all  the  same  breed  and 
other  breeds  from  the  same  premises  were  not  affected. 

Further  investigation  showed  that  all  the  pigs  concerned  were  bought  in  from 
one  particular  breeding  premises  and  that  the  young  pigs  had  access  to  a  large  poultry 
run  and  dead  poultry.  All  persons  involved  were  advised  of  the  loss  in  meat  and  offal 
due  to  tuberculosis  and  eventually  this  seemed  to  have  the  desired  effect  in  reducing 
the  number  of  carcases  affected. 

OTHER  FOODS  : 

The  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  increased  considerably  this  year  but 
this  was  primarily  owing  to  the  checking  of  stocks  of  corned  beef  following  the  typhoid 
outbreak  in  Aberdeen.  Routine  inspections  were  made  whenever  possible  and  no  com¬ 
plaints  regarding  lack  of  hygiene  were  received  during  the  year.

During  the  year,  one  licence  was  issued  to  retail  ice  cream.  The  premises  were 
inspected  and  the  condition  of  the  licence  was  that  the  ice  cream  be  prepared  and  sold 
lrom  an  approved  refrigerator.

There  are  60  licensed  premises  in  the  area,  most  of  them  completely  satis¬ 
factory,  with  washing  facilities  and  the  necessary  sanitary  accommodation  for  both 
tenants  and  visitors.
